Some ar typical or delivered wich 
coveres of thinges fignifyiog Chrift , his offices and benefires. 
And of theſe fome ar ſpoken of tht type or thing ſignifying and 
can be underftood only of the thing ſiguified, and ſome ar true 
both of the type and of Chtiſt ethet in the ſame or in a different 
maner, that. is, ſome ar true of both in a proper fenfe;fome ar true 
of both in a tropical or figurative fenfe ; and ſome ar true of the 
one properly, and of the other figuratively. All thefe fortes ar 


manifeft in ſundrie prophecies: here I touch one for all. a 8am.

This is true of Solomon in refped of adoption, and of Chriſt * 
reſpect of eternal generation, it is ſayd tkere; If be cmi 
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mmanitie, ] will ehaſten him with the rode of man—but my inercie fhall 
not departe from him, as I tock it fromSanl.This is true of Solomon, 
and not of Chrift (who wes free of ſin )unleſſe we underſlauel his 
members, or their ſines imputed unto him. V. 16, T) en and 
“thy kingdome ſhalbe eſtabliſhed for ever before thee': ti throne {halbe 
| . be for ever. This can not be under ſtood of David or Solo- 
mons houfe or kingdome(as experience proves now for the ſpace 
of 1600 yeers and more) but of Chrifts houſe and kingdome, 
which thall never faile. By this one paſſage iris manifeſt, x. how 
miſerable ignorance it is, to expone all the prophecies after one 
and the fame maner or in a proper fenfe only, 2, that the Euan» 
« geliftes and Apoftles exponing theſe prophecies in a ſpititual 
‘and figurative fenfe, doe not wrefte them, even albeit thefe have 
been fulfilled fome way before; but according to the intendment 
of the Spiritthey bring them untoCHRIST), who is the end of 
the lawe and {cope of the Prophetes. So the promifes of delive- 
tance from Babel hade their own accomplifliment in the dayes 
of Ezra and Nehemia: but that wes not all the meaning of theſt 
hecies, which wer in another maner and more fully per- 
formed byChriſtafor this cauſe it is ſayd Col. 1. 12, Giving than le 
unto the Father, who hen made wa meet to be partarkers of the inkeria 
tance of the Saintes in liche, who hes delivered ws from the power of 
and hes tranſlated ws into the Kingdom of dert Sone, in 
whom we have redemption through his blood: and Rev. g. >. théd 
redeemed us unto Gad by thy bload out of ryerie Rinred anil people awd 
nations. There is out Redeemer more glorious than Ezra or any 
other; there is our inheritance and kingdome better than Ieru- 
falems and there is a redemption from all nationes. Now whea 
theſe ptophecirg at fulfilled once ia ceſpect of the ij pe; and 
againe in a moretranfeendente mavet by Chtiſt; H we denie 
what God hes done, we ar ſalſe and angrate: and if we expect 
them tobe ful filled yet again in the pe, ĩt wer a worſe returning 
than that of the Galatisnes that wes unto the types of his 
prieſtly, and this unte the types ef hisskingly offices) and Cbriſt 
is become none effeq; untaſuah · Thæcelect lewes did not teſt 
upon the Mofaical types but Ptophetes gave wnro 
Chrift , thai throngb bus name whofeever, believes in him ſpall receive 
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rem ffion of fines Act. 10. 4j. they believed that through the grace of — 
the Lord leſus Christ they ſuould be ſaued even as wet, Act. 15. ttm 
faith they all died. Hab. t ſay, This faith , becauſe as 
faith is one in reſpect ok the object, Eph. 4. 5, fo the Apoſtle de- 
laces, our faith by the exemple of the antientes. Neither did 
they relt on the promiſes as only earthly, but they defired a beiter 
countrie that is heavenly, Heb. 11. ibꝛand when they wer torturedshey 
wold not accept deliyeranct from their tormentes, that ey micht obiain 
a better reſurrection v. 35. Wes that ae earthly hope ? no: they be- 
lie ved the redemption of their ſonles by the Meſſias Plal. 34. 223 
that he wes to be wounded for their tranſgreſſiones, and bruiſed for their 
iniquities, and the chaftifement of their peace wes to be “pon Him and 
that they wer to be healed by His ſtripes, Eſa. 53. 5. And Symeon 
waiting for the conſulation of fel, when he fawe Him, blefled — 
God, aud ſayd Lord now let thy fer pant departe in peace for my chet 
have ſecns falvation, Luk. 2. 29. He craves not longer to 
reigne with Chriſt on earth, but wes content to departe, having 
ſeen the ſalvation of God,, the licht of the gentiles and glotie ot 
Iſraxl. And nevertheleſſe manysewes fought richteouſneſſe by 
the workes of rhe Lawe and no by faith, Rom. 9. 22, and they 
looked upon the promiſes with i bodily ey only, as if the Mieſſias 
wer to erect an earthly Monarcitie at Ierufalem : and looking 
thorow theſe ſpectacles they cos / d not think that leſus Chriſt is 
thehſeſſias, and ſo they ſtumbled t his worldly bafeneffejécbeing 
miſcaried imtheir braines they ( ald not fee His ſpiritual power 
and benefitess After their miler ple exemple others acknowled- 
ging leſus Chriſt to be the promiſ d Meſſias, and not conſidering 
the difference of the promiſas Me not attained fully unto the 
krueth of them, and have ert miſtaking His natutes and 
henéfites: Thus Ebion thought fim eb be a man and not a8 
if all tlie promiſes could been performed by a man endowWꝰd with 
Cerinthus ile held rhat Chrẽſt is only a mau, 
and beoaufe he ſawe Him not ſittiug on the throne df David, he 
held sharChriftiis not riſen fiom the dead as yet bat thal tiſe and 
Toeigwenin terufaleri bjectes ſlalbe ſutis· 
fed wichall maver of pled ſurebig meat ſeſtiral 
day es, zad offet oblationes and ſactifices, Euſeb. lib.; 
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this occafion the Apoſtle Iohn wrote the goſpell agalne, and mote 
_ Jargely than any other of the Euangeliſtes ſpeakes of Chriſts 
dbeid, his wonderfull workes, his King dome, reſurrection and 
his coming again, eſpeciall that the Sone of man is now glorified 
c. 16,33. that he hes overcome the world c. 16. 3 3. that bis hing dome is 
not of this world, and if hit kingdoms Wer of this world , bis Brailes 
woll feight that be ſhould not be delivered unto the Jewes,bnt nom is his 
_kingdome not from hence c.i8. 3638 of the cõdition of his fa bjectes 
be layth, Remember the word that I fayd unto yow , the fervant is not 
greater than ibe Lord: if they have perſecuted mee, t hey will alſo per- 
ſecute yom c. f. 20: Verely I fay unto yow, Yee (hall weep and lament, 
and the world ſball rejoyce , and you ſhalbe forowfull , but your farowe 
ſbalbe turned into joy: thee shinges have I ſpo ken unto yow, that in mee 
yes micht have peace i. he world yow (ball have tribulatioh, but be of 
good cheer ¢,16,20- 33: And of his coming again he ſayth, Ia n 
Fathers houſe ar many manfiones—if I goe and prepare a place for you, 
will came again , and receive you unto myſelß, that Wer I am, there 
you may boe alſ c. i 4,2: now you have ſorowe, but I will fee you again, 
and your heart (bal rejoice and your j Oy no man takes from von C. 16.22. 
All which wordes wer written flatly aganſt the errores of Cetin- 
thus, and teach us that Chriſts kingdome is not an earthly king- 
dome, nor delayed for one ot two 1000 yeeres , but now is his 
kingdome, no he hes overcome the world, his ſubjectes ar not 
to live on earth without perfecution and ſorow, and when he 
„comes again, be will receive them with him into his Fathers 
manſiones, and their forow fhalbe turned into thal never 
be taken from them. After Cerinthus we read nixt of Papias, of 
vom Euſeb. lib.cit,c,3 9, writes thus; He reportes ftrange para- 
bles of out Saviour, mixed with fabulous do@rine , wher he 
dreameth, that the kingdo ne of Chrift thall corporally here on 
ceerth laſt the ſpace of 1000 yeeres afterthe reſuttectlon of the 
dead: which ertoat(as I fap oſe) grew heerof, in that he teceived 
not richtly the true and myſtical meaning of the Apoſtles, nether 
deeply weyed the thinges delivered of them by familiar exem— “ae 
ples: for he wes a man of final jadgement,as by his beokes plainly 
| appeares: yetheerby he gave unto diverfeEcclefiattical perfones: 
decaſion of errour, who refpscted his antiquitie , namely 
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and others, if ther be any found lyk minded. Then 
ca and 33, he writes of Nepos, Coracion and others in Egypt 
- jofe&ted with this errour about the yeer a 50: whom Dionyſius 
Biſhop of Alexandria did convince in afynode by Demonftra. 
tiones and doctrine of the holy Scripture,and did reclame them 


from their errour, Thus he ſpeakes ever of theſe opiniones as of 


erroures contrarie unto the bolyScriptures,After Lactantius( whe 
lived about the yeer 320) this errour wes univet 4 abhorred, 
ſo that Hierome on Ela. l. , & Auguſtin ad Quodvultd:haref,g, 
write of it as a damned etrour, & we read of few or none in this 
opinion till in this laf age it comes apace with the Anabaptiſtes 
aud fome Engliſh Novatoures: few write aganſt it, becauſe the 
ar gumentes ar fo ſillie and ridiculous, that everie underftandin 
perfone reading them, findes not only the weakneſſe of the 
groundes, but even out of them doe gather pregnant argumentes 
in the contrarie, Albeit theſe Authores doe aggrie in the time and 
place of this imagined Monarchie, yet they write one aganſt 
another in many circumftances therof, as is marked heerafter, 
They ſpeak not now of feaftes and ſacrifices, as Cerinthus did 
but if they will mantaine this J 4 ſee not how they can e: 
ject them, ſeing the Prophetes {peak als expreſſely of them, asof 
Obriſts kingdome , Jer.33.17; Thus ayth the Lord, David that 
neyer want a man to fite upon the throne of the houfe of Iſrael, nether 
Jhall the prieſtes the Levives want a man before mee to offer burut-offtte 
inge, and to kindle meateoffringes , and to doe ſacriſice continowallye 
See v. 21. 22. Zech. 14. 16.21, But that thefe and ſuch other ten 
tes fheuld rye ames {piritually, it is plaine by Mal. 1. 11: wher 
incenſe and offeringes ar not reftrained unto the Iewes at Ierue. 
ſalem, but made commune unto the gentiles everie where; and 
more plainly inthe New Teftament. Ifthe Millenaries willex 
_ pone with us theſe textes of {piritual facrifices,they can notthew 
any probable reafoun , why the prophecies concerning Chrifts 
Ekingdome fhould not lykwife be exponed ſpiritually. And Hlie- 
rome in Eſa. 65, lib. 18 fayth, If we grant thefe wordes to be ex- 
poned carnally, let them hear the lyk promiſes made untoSodome 
As unto Ieruſalem Ezek. 16. 5; · When [ball bring again their capti- 
vitie, the captivitie of Sodome and her doughters, and the captivitse of 
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Samaria and her daughters, then {hall ] bring again the captivitie of 


thy captives in the midft of them— : when thy ſiſter Sodome and her 
donghters (hall returne — then thow and thy doughters (hall returne. 
Wherfor ( ſayth Ierome)theſe houfes[ mentioned Efa. 6 5.21 }muit 


be underſtood vertues, or the diverfe manſiones befide the Fa- 


tber - and of ſuch houfes our Saviour ſpeakes Mat. v. 24, I will 


him to a wife man, who buildes his honſe on roc le. And the 


Apoſtle ſayth 2 Cox. 5.1, we have a building of God, an honſe not made 
with handes eternal in the heavens. Becauſe we can not conceive of 
beayen in ſuch maner as it is, it pleaſeth Gad to inſiuaate ft into 

our affectiones by ſimilitudes of thinges pleaſant unta us and to 


teach us faith by ſenſible thinges: and therfor we fhould noe - 


on thefe borrowed wordes , but know that the thiv g defcrived 
goes beyond the earthly fimilitude. I knowe, fome Millenaries 
will take it hardly, that they ar called the off-{pring of Cerinthus, 
ſeing they differ from him in ſundrie particulares; and fome fay, 
It’s no mater, who hes fayd it before, whither Cerinthus or 
Swenkfeld, if it be true. I anfwer,Scarcely any heretike did ever 
renew an old hereſie in all the particulares ; and nevertheleffe it 
~ is truely called the fame hereſie: and we call them ſo, no more 
than they be ſuch: And when any qpinion hes no other father nor 


abetoures, but heretikes, it is odious. By this hiſtorical narration, 


Beloved in the Lord, you may fee that this doctrine is no new 


licht reveled in this laft age (as yow have heard ſome teach) but 


an old Jewifhfancie and Cerinthian fable: old erroures ar lyke 
old whoores,that is,the more to be abhorred. What I have done 
here, is for your good, for x you have heard this errour preached 


in ſtead of the doctrine of Chrift (albeit it wes firft broached by 
the enemies of Chrift)by ſome of the Authoures of the Apologe-

foever Noveller is welcome unto them, Their Dinah is libertie- 
of- cõſcience: their grand amunition is anarchie or no-difcipline;

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without exeeption fhalbe conſumed in the valley of Iehoſ ha 
phat : bot the lewes and Iſrael ar to be exponed of the elect 
people of God , according to the fift rule mentioned before; 
and the gentiles ar all the enemies of the Church. And the 
V aithfull ar called lewes, not only typically, bot lykwyfe for the 
ſpeciall confort of the Iewes, beeauſe they wer hated of all nati- 
ones everie wher: which might have been unto them occaſion 
of deſpaire: and therfor the Lord ſayth unto them to this pur. 
poſe, How many or great 16 ever your enemies ſ halbe, Iwill 
judge them. And for the fame ar the Jewes oft named in the 
promifes of the new Teſtament to ſ hew their particulare intere 
_ eſſe in the Kirk of Chrift, notwithftanding their unworthinefle 
— . and contempt of the Goſpell at the firft preaching therof. Now 
if the prophecies be exponed this way ſ as they muſt be) of bee 
lievers whither Iewes or gentiles : and their enemies whatfoe 
ever, the enemies of the faich in any age, none of thefe abfurdi- 
ties ſ hall fellow , which ar reherfed here as in a catalogue : to 
wit : r. The lewes did never fince the Apoſtles dayes return 
from any captivitie with ſueh an hi gh hand and ſueh a wonder. 
full victorie over their enemies, as is here prophecied. Auf. 
Nether ever ſ hall they returne in ſuch a mauer „ if yee under⸗- 
ſtand a worldly and civil Ns : for theſe promiſes can not be 
underſtood (as Thave fayd) of any one exploite nor of any age. 
The promiſes of God ar more glor ious and more large. 2 As 
fot the Church that now is, let the lamentable experience of all 
ages witneffe, whither she hes not been more: often crowned 
wich martyredome than victorie. Anſ. This is als bad an oppoſi · 
tion as the former: for Chriſt in ſuffe ring did triumph over his 
“enemies Col- 2. 1, and martyredome is victorie, Rom. 8. 37 
in all thefe tbunges we ar more thun conqueroures. Spiritual vie 
ie conſiſtes with bodily ſuffering:nixt albeit the Church wet 
cec̃gttner erouned with maityredome than vict rie, yet in feveral 
ages she hes been crowned: with glorious victorie, and her full 
— coming; and her enemies have beon and shalbe 
ſmiten and Brought into ſubjection, and: the houſe of David ĩs 
exalted:in the perfon of Chrift-and his members, and all 10 
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clearei. 77 
wealth of the nationes hes been employed or thalbe em 
for the uſe of the faithfall ( albeit Be in any particular a 0 
age) and the Lord fhall deſcend and all the ‘faintes with him. 
Tf this be not to crie pcacr, peace, when ther it no peuer, ifthis be 
not to call evill se „ and good evil I lu not whatés, Anſ. 
This is a pitiefull exclamation, if it wer true, bot exclamationes 
ar not alwayes victorious. When we teach, It thalbe weel unto 
the children of God, and ther is no peace untothe wicked, and 
fet your heartes on things above, and not on thinges on earth; 
Is this to trie peace, when ther is no peace, or to call good evill » 
Or is it not rather to put darkneſſe for licht,when fpirituall pro- 
mifes ar reftrained toa temporill proſperitie of acarnal people? 
and when God teaches faith by ſenſe, that becaufe we can not 
underſtand heavenly thinges till he infinuate them into our affe- 
Giones by pleaſiug and knowen chinges, fhould we think that 
God bes no higher fenfe in theſe promiſes ? All the earth be- 
longeth unto Chriſt, and in the midſt of Scythia fome have lived 
happily, even more nope than many have done in Iudæa · The 
. ar not tied toludæa, bot belong unto all them who 
ar mentioned Toh, 1 1. 51, he prophecied, that Iefus ſhould die 
for that nation, and not for that nation only, bot that allo he 
‘should gather together in one the children of God that wer 
ſcattered abroad, that is, throgh the world, as the fame Apoſtle 
expones himſelf, 1 Ioh. 2 2. Bot it may be, that this exclamation 
wes made againſt the coniecture of Cornelius a lap ide; then he 
should diſtinguish the perfones. een 
Pag. 17 Agaiuuf the lemes return & of their proſperitis which then 
foal ippen he addes moe paſſages, at Eſa. 11. 1 f till 16. Towfee( fayth 
be) that the Prophet hore ſpea kes of a miraculons recoveris of Gods 
people; of the recoverie of Indah not from Babylon, bot from the four 
corners of the earth, and that cogetberwith Ephraim, with the ten tri 
bes from Aſyria, which as yet never came back, and therfor this is not 
yet fulfilled. Anf. 2. Ther is no mention of returning here, bot 
of recovering the remnant of his people, 2, Who be theſe his 
people ? Look the tenth verſe, In that day there shalbe a roote

the Apoſtle expones thefe wordes Rom. 15. 1a, Elaias ſayth, 
Tber shalbe a roote of leſſe, and he that shall rife to reigne over 
the gentiles, in him shall the gentiles truſt. ‘Now wheras the 
Apoſtle expones his people to be the gentiles, may they not be 
ashamed, who will underftand only the Iewes ? So that there is 
meaned the recoverie of Gods people or the gentiles from Aſſy- 
ria, Egypt or wherfoever they be. Obi. I- is ſayd, he shall a. 
ſemble ie outcaftes of Iſrael, and diſperſed of Indah, Anſ. The 
Goſpell (which is Chriſts ſtanderd) hes been preached unto 
them Iam. 1. 1. and ſo theit aſſembling is into the bofome of the 
Church. Obi. 2. It is fayd, The envy of Ephraim shall depart, and 
the adverſaries of Iudah shalbe cutt of, @c, Anſ. The meaning 
is, Wheras ther had been contentiones twixt the tribes one a 
gainftanother, and both againſt the gentiles , and gentiles a- 
gainſt them both: under Chrift shalbe an end of that malice: 2 
In the citation of this prophecie, the fourteenth verſe is omitted, 
becauſe they can not ſee, how it can be verifyed of the peaceabſe 
k ingdome, which they imagine: bot ſeing the wordes preceding 
and the wordes follow / ing conteene one and the fame prophty 
cie, and theſe wordes in the midle part can not be exponed of 
that monarchie, it is evident that no part of this prophecie ca 
be underſtood of that monarchie : bot the meaning is plaine, if 
the y be exponsd.of the Chriftian Church, thus, The Apoltles 
did flee, that is, quickly preach untoother nationes, and brought 
them in a short {pace unto the obedience of Chriſt: not going in 
troapes from Province to Province, bot at the ſame tyme they 
went one byone into ſeveral nationes. 3. This verſe being omit- 
ted, the fifteenth verſe is quoted, and ont of it they doe imagine, 
that a way shalbe made for the Iewes thorow the Sea, and all 
_floodes shalbe dried up before them. Bot if theſe wor des shalbe 
exponed properly, what kynd of miracle shall that bee 7 shall 
the Jewes who ar (cattered into all the corners of the earth, have 
a drie paſſage thorow evexie river: and the Egyptian or Read’ 
Sta be deſtroyed ? Or is it not rather in a ſpiritual ſenſe , that 
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courſe of the goſpell: and he hes opened a way into that king- 
dome of heaven from which we wer exiled in Adam; and ff piti- 
taal Pharao is drowned or deſtroyed in the Read Sea or blondie 
death of Chriſt; and by a michtie wind of preaching the Lord 
hes made his power knowen everie wher, even als fenfibly , as 
when he brought Iſrael out of Egypt. 
Pag. 16 anorber prophecie is that of Ecek 37 19. 21.:and 
27 and Hoſ. 1 10.11. 1n both which prophecies he Lord hes promif-d, 
that the Lewes shill again live under one king only (as they hid done 
before the divifion of the tribes) and that in their vn land tos: whith 
bes not been yet 1 a and therfor the tyme of theſe prophecies is 
yet to comt. Anf. The lyke prophecie is lykwife exponed: bot 
for further clearing of theſe l adde. That of F:+ k. 3 is exponed 
by Chriſt Ioh. 10.14. 16, I am the good sheepherd and know my 
2 and other sheep I have which ar not of this fold: them 
alſo l muſt bring, and they shall heat my voice, and ther shalbe 
one fold and one sheepherd, Wher we ſee, that Chriſt is the 
ſheepherd( and by conſequence the king too, unleſſe they will un- 
derftand the 24 v. of kack. 37 of two different perfones) and the 
1 over hom he reigneth ar his sheep , nit only of the 
es, bot of another fold, whom Chriſt bringeth into the ſame 
fold, that is, into the fame Church. 2 the fame wordes {peaking 
of Cbriſt and calling him David and king and sheepherd, shew 
that they muſt be ſpiritually underſtood.

16 Now ſeing 
certainly Chriſt is the king and sbeepherd, and the people ar the 
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vill, shalbe verie great and wonderfull unto all the world. 


Church by faith in Chriſt „ therfor the people of Iſtael aud. 
phraim (ho after the divifion wer alwyſe ĩdolatrous) may weel 
be exponed typically for the gentiles: and ſo the union is eafily. 
underftood , which. otherwyſe verie hardly or {carcely can be 
conceived , feing e many ages Ephraimites at not 
knowen in any part ofthe earth. As for that text of Hoſee, it 

is exponed of the gentiles Rom. 9. 25. 26 : and therfor the Pro- 
phet changeth the word Iſrael into Iezreel, that is, the feed of 
God; fignifying that the tyme wherin the Lord shall gather his 
feed or the faichfull in all nati ones from the bondage of the de- 
Pag. 17 Thogh this of Hofea be unde ſtood by ſome expofironres of, 
the vocation of the gentiles. . yet dautles they ar much miftaken in 
this expofition, Anſ. This is a quarel againft the Apoftle : and 


no let all the world judge, whitherhe or the Millenaries be- 


ing contrarie shalbe followed, efpecially ſeing now we have. 
found, thatour Saviour exponing the former prophecie of Ee - 
kiel, and the Apoftle exponing 1 lyk prophecie of Hoſee, doe 


accorde harmonioufly. Inf. How can that belong wnto the genti- 
les, which wes propbecied only of the c wes, ass declared by the pro- 
phets wife of whoredomes, Which. be took of purpoſe to upbrayd the 
idole worship and ſpirituall whoredonses of rhe Iſraclitet v. 2 ? and 
ther for when she conceived and bare him she fecond Sone, God [aya, 
Call bis name, Loammi: fer yee av not my people, and I will not be 
your God.. Anf, It wes not prophecied of the Jewes only: for 
it is plaine that Hoſee {peakes of the Iſraelites alſweell as of the 
Jewes and generally the Apoftle ſpeakes Rom. 10. 12; the t is 
no difference between the le atid the Greek : for the ſame 
Lord over all is riclrunto all that call upon him. So that albeit 
the prophet wes ſent perſonally unto the Iſtaelites, yet his 
wor des wer no leſſe true and meaned of the gentiles, who then 
wer not the people of God, bot now throgh Chriſt ar the peo- 
ple of God ,. for whoſoe ver shall call upon the name of God 
Shalbe faved, Iuſt. a the place wher they wer told ſo, wes their ows 


land, andtherfor in that place it shalbe ſayd again unto. them, Tee ar 
God. v. 10 Auſ- 1. her it is ſayd 
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that place, yee may read on the margine, In ſtead of that it wes 
fayd, &c. and therfor that word proves nothing. 2. it is no leffe 
true, that the gentiles ar the people of God even in the ſame 
landes wher they did not ſerve God. 3, this is no applying by 
way of ſimilitude, bot accommodating (as Pifcator ſpeakes) to 
another particulare , that as the Ifraelites by idolatrie became 
1 untothe gentiles , ſo the gentiles receiving the Goſpell ar 


ewes or the people of God. And this expofition is not only 
ikely, bot verie certane, ſeing theApottle expones theſe Prophe- 
cies of Gods mercie toward the gentiles, as yow may fee by the 
authorities, which ar urged to this purpoſe in the 10 and 15 ch. 
of the Epiſtle to the Rom, and elfwer, And albeit this Authour 
fay, that Paul citeth theſe wordes for eftablifhing the freeneffe of Gods 
election by an inſtanct of the I{raelites, whom God bad for a long tyme 
rejecteu, and wold again receive; this fobterfuge will not ſet ve, for 
1. he faith in the preceding page, that the Prophecie Hof 1. is 
meaned only of the jewes; and if that wer true ( which I have 
proved to be falſe) it is not meaned of the Iſraelites. 2. the Apo- 
fle v. 24. is {peaking expreſſe ly of the faithfull not of the Iewes. 
Only, bot alfo of the gentiles, and ‘hitherto he ufeth the teſtimo- 
nie of Hoſee, 3. of the gentiles dreth he expone thefe fame teſti- 
monies in other textes, wher he is not {peaking of ele@ion not 
of the freeneſſe therof, as 3 Cor.6:16. Inſt.3. And the the 27 v. 
fee met h to confirme, wher it is ſayd, Efaias alfo crieth: for what makes 
the copulative aſſo here , if the le under ftood not the former pro. 


phecie of Iſrael as wel as this? Anf. The copulative knitseth the 
teſtimonies, and fhewes that they muft both be andérftood of 
theft people, which at named v. 24. 2. this is yet more cleared 
by the 30 v, Whatthall we fay then ? that the genriles who fol- 
lowed not after richteouſnes have attained to richteoufneffe, . 
bot Iſrael who followed after the lawe of richteouſneſſe, hes not 


attained There it is manifeſt, that he ſpeakes of the gentiles : 

attaining to richteouſneſſe, and of Iſrael not attaining it: and 

neverthelesthe oppofition is not fimply of the two people, bot of 

their ſeeking richteoufneffe two contrarie wayes, towit, by faith, 

and by workes of the lawe. And now yee fee it fufficiently de- 
clared, 
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clared, that thefe prophecies dos not belong unto the Iewes ot 
. Ifraelites only. | 
Pag. 19. Ther is ye in Hoſ.3. 4. one more material argument for 
the Iewes deliverance --— which prophecie can not poffibly yer be ful. 
filled: for if it be meaned only of the ten tribes, among whom Hofea pro- 
phecied,it is confeſſed that they did never yet returne: and if of the other 
two, it muſt be meaned of their captivitie ſince our Saviours coming: 
for till then dhe Scepter could not depart from Iudah, as Jacob foretold 
Cen. 49. 10. aud ther for til then they could no / be withem a Prince or 
Governours of that tribe, although they wer long before tributarie to 
ether nationes: and this 15 4. intimated by theſe wordes , The later 
dayes, which ar no wher put for thetyme be fore the incarnation, 
Chrift. Anſ. This argumentation faileth in both partes: bot firſt 
mark, that all theſe wordes can not be meaned properly: for te 
word David cannot be underftoad of Salomons father, bot 
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Chrift the fone of David or typifyed by David : and therfor 
that prophecie could not bee filélled till the incarnation of 
Chriſt, and then it micht be fulfilled. a. And confequently theſe 
wordes, The later dayes, though they be no wher put for the 
dayes before the incarnation, yet they ar often poe for the da yes 
ofthe Gofpell, feing in the 25 dayes God hes ſpoken unto us by 
his Sone. Now the firft part of the dilemma is falſe: for if that

Gofpell wes preached to the {catrered ſtrangers not only thorow 
Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia 1 Pet 1,1. bot lykwyfe to Syria, 
Aſſyria, &c. and expreſſely to the twell tribes ſcattered abroad 
Iam. 1. 1. who can hold the negative, that the children of Ifrael 
did never returne and feek Chrift ? and the other part is no leſſe 
faulty: for Chriſt came nat till the Scepter wes departed from 
Tudah ; and theſe wordes The later dayes, are not to be referred — 
unto the fourt verſe (as if the Iſraelites ſnould abide many dayes 

without a king and facrifice in the later dayes, and then returne) 
bot unto the fift v. in the end whgrof they ar, and fo in the latet 
. ayes they ſhall returne (not intg their land; this text faith not 
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_Kingaome ch eared, 7 
ſo, but) and ſeek the Lord their God and Chriſt their King. A 
they did Act. 2.4 f. and 4.4. and in feveral ages. And ſo both the 
es of this argument being falfe,the wordes of Hoſ. 3. ar more 
againſt the temporal Monarchie than for it. What is here in- 
teriected of the Antichrift upon the conjecture of the Papiſt is 
not to our purpole.

inter pretationes, by which all (uch prophecses ar only or chiefly applied 
to the anticipated converfion of us ſubſtituted gentile. Anſ. 1. All 
tzeſe pr ies ar to the fame purpofe , and therfor it wes. 
needleſſe to have reherſed fo many of them, unleſſe he hade a 
mind to muſter them all: bot number prevaileth not in this cafe. 
2. none ſayth, that theſe prophecies wer only accompliſhed at 
the fame tyme of the plagues; bot we deny, that the plagues wer 
continowed, ſeing the Cbriſtianes have their own times of joye 
alſweel as of mourning , and the woman is cloathed with the 
ſun, howbeit at other periodes fhe be forced to flee into the 
wilderueſſe: and therfor both the appeal in the beginning, and 
the fappofition in the eloſure of this marginal note, is a vaine 
bragge. Why ſhould one appeal in this maner to the conſciences 
of alfeing. all interpreteres from the beginning of theChriftian 
‘Ohurch (exceptafew Millenaries) till this tyme bave exponed 
thefe textes not of the Lewes only, bot of the Chriftian Church?’ 
and it may be.eafily under ſtood, that thefe have written accor- 


ding totheir-confciences ; and therfor if theſe be Iud ges. this 
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author hes lofed the cauſe. Pag. 89. Which prophecies , as they 
conteen many evident and unan{werable argumentes for a future ree 
ſtauration of I{rael , I mean, areflanration yet to come; ſo they bave 
uch correſpondence with that of Ifa. 19. 20. and Amo. 9. 11. (both 
which ar alledged by the Apoftles Act. 15. 16. and Rom. 11. 26. 27.

led before Chrifbs coming again „he cenverted or rat perhaps, whew 
the fulneffe of the gentiles {ball come in , that is, when the tyme ſhall 
come, in which (not a part, aé now, all the gentiles that ar left, {hall 
ibrogh she wonderfull deliverance of the Iewes , together with them, 
feare the Lord) that feing theſe ar not yet fulfilled , nether can amy ex 
the other : betwixt which and that of Amos ther is not any material 
difference, and no ot her betwixt them and that of Ifaiah, tian ther it 
betwixt a comment and the text, Anſ. We grant that theſe 
prophecies conteen evident argumentes for a future reſtaura- 
tion of Iſrael , if yow will acknowledge that which is before 
clearly proved by the teftimonies of the Apoſtles , and by expes 
rience , that is, that they ar begun alreadie in parte: we grant 
alſo, that they have fuch cotreſpondence with theſe textes of 
Efaie and Amos and many moe too; bot we denie 1. your 
maner of reftauration , and we hold that the ſpiritual reſtaura- 
tion is more glorious for the honofir of God and weel of Ifraels 
2. we denie that the Apoſtle Tanjes alledgeth the prophecie of 
Amos for ſuch a converfion of thedewes; for he fj exprele

“Adios, than is twixt the firſt and the ſecond 
will fay,that the firſt and ſecond deathes ar in alyke fort bodily: 
and therfor ther is no neceffitie to ve the firft and fecond 
teſurrectiones in the fame ſenſe. 2. what perfection of witt is it 
to imagine, that men who fhalbe beheaded for the witnefle of 
leſus ar more perfyte than the ſoules of them that ar beheaded > 
3. ifby theſe foules he underftandes the ſpiritual part of men ere 
10 wer made perfyte, then he muſt underftand the ſoules ether 
before they entred into the bodies, or after they entred the bo- 
dies be fore their regeneration: but both theſe conditiones ar 
before the firſt reſurrection. 4. if the firſt reſurrection be their 
forfaking of Antichriftian erroures or (as it is ſayd there) their 
not worlhipping the beaſt, and their not receiving the beaſts 
marke (as all Interpreters, excep Millenaries expone it) then the 
firft reſurrection followes not their death, bot goes before it. 
Inſt. It is ſayd, that they lived and reigned with Chriſt 1000 yeers: bot 
how can it be, that they ſbould reigne after their reſurrectioir or begin 
their vt ſurrection all at once or continow it but 1000 yeers( Which tbin- 
thefe Wordes imply ) +f by. their reſurreſtion (hould be under flood 
heir regeneration, and by their reigne their being in bea ven; or if by the 
Word, they lived, fhould be meaned only They Wer converted; how can 
reigne ſo long as 1000 yeers, ſeing the place of their reigne muſt be 
It by their vine refurrection meaned 
their conftant profeſſion (as is fayd) and by their teigne their 
“prevailing over theſe hereſies, all theſe miftes ar ſoon featrered; 
towit , they reigne before their death and not after their reſur- 
teGion; they began their reigne not all at once, but in their ſe- 
verall ages(even as the Millenaries doe imagine, that the ſaintes 
in that conceited monarchie fhall not live all at once, but in their 
feveralages die again, and ſucceed one age to another for the 
pace of 1000 yeers and fo they reigne not everie one throgh- 
out the 1000 yeers , and fo long {pace have ever ſome oppoſed 
the erroures of the beaſt: and they reigning on earth have been 
_encompatt with watte again, as it wes foretold, and Ecclefiatti- 


al Hiltories declare. 
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Jnft. 2. The reigne of Chrift doeth net beginne, till Antichriſt is de. 
ſtroyed, ſo that a metaphorical intirpretation of the firſt re{urrettion 
neld make good this conclufion , that woſt of the ſcintes [ball rife many 
oo yeers before their reigue, ther being no leffe diftance of time betwixt 
be houre of their calling and Antichrifis confuſion. Anſ. ILhave ben 
fore made it clear, that Chriſts kiogdome is alreadie begun: for 
be teigueth in the midſt of his enemies, not only by bis power 
overruling, difappointing and turing all their plotes upon their 
own pates, but aſſo in conforting the heartes of the godly,fo that 
they ar a terrour to the whol earth, even to their enemies(whoat 
many tymes more afrayed at the prayers of the godly, than at th 
cannones of other enemies )and ſubdue the ſpirites of the world, 
! and bind kinges in chaines ftronger than iron: And therfor that 
| affertion falleth, The reigne of Chrift beginneth not till Anti. 
chriſt be deftroyed: and that abſurditie following that affertion 
is falfely imputed unto that interpretation. Inf. 3, The affumpe 
tionſ he wold ſay, aſſertion; but itis marked before, the Authoui i 
not a grounded on 1. 1, which ſhewes that till tht 
time of the ſeyent trumpet (with the beginning wherof the laft vial dus 
_ -concurre) the kingdomes of this world doe not become the kingdome of 
our Lord and of his Chriſt. Anſ. Tae wordes ar, The kingdomes 
of the world ar become the kingdomes of our Lord and of his 
Chriſt. Here it is not ſayd, Our Lord and his Chrift thall not 
-reigne till this time;bot this is allthat the wordes importe, Now 
is no kingdome but our Lord's and his Chriſt's. And if it be 
objected , It is no wher fayd fo of Chrift’s reigne till this tymeof 
the fevent trumpet: and therfor it can not be true, that our Lard 
and his Chrift doe reigne till they; I anfwer, yee have heard bee 
fore, that in the midſt of thefe Llingdomes doeth Chrift reigne, 
even among them and over them, but all their kingdomes thalbe 
utterly deftroyed , and his kingdome fhalbe for ever; forever 
and ever, fayth John, and therfor not for 1000 yeers only:

‘Ao, This. vifion is nixt to that battle ia order of writing 2, 
but it followes not, that it hall not begin to be accompli- 
till the former viſion be fully accocmpliſbed ; for, al- 


beit Aotichriſt be the Deviles inſtrument, it mag be under- 


fiood (as Hiſtories doe: verifie) that his power may bee 
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in the tyme of Satans impriſonement, that is, whil Satan is not 
permitted to rage and perſecute 1555 as he did in the dayes 
of the heathnifh emperomes, in be mean tyme Antichrift may 
ſite in the Church of God, and deceive the world with lies and 
fained miracles ; ſo that even When peace is in the world from 
warres, ther be not peace from the children within (as Bernard 
complaines in his time in Cantic; fer. 33.) and wen he hes des 
ceived the greateft part of the world or all the world (e 
ſome few perfones in compariſon of them, who ar deceiyed)then 
Satan may ſtirre up Antichriſt to wage warre aganſt the difclo 
fers of his deceites,as he did agauſt the Albigenſes and Tolofani 
about the yeer 1220, and aganſt he Bohemianes about the 
1420, in the dayes of the Emperdures Sigifmund, Albert and 
others: and ſo the malicious attempt of Satan may have the ſame 
ſucceſſe with that of the beaſt; I fay not, the lyke, but, the fame 
both in place, time and number.

&c. And fo may the godly at everie victorie over the popifh — 
armies , even before the reſurrection. Reaſ. 3. but moft of all 
clearly in c. 1 1. 15. 16, wher at the found of the fevent trumpet, 
the dayes of the witneffes and the monethes ofthe beaſt and na- 
tiones being outtunne, wer great voices in heaven, ſaying, The 
kingdomes of this world ar become the kingdomes of the 
Lord, -&c. This is the conſummation of the myſterie of God 
foretold by the Prophetes , &c. Anf, This indeed is the con- 
ſummat ion of all the promifes foretold by the Praphetes and A- 
con : and therfor it is not to be underttood Ff any earthly 

ingdome : ſeing the full accomplifhment of the prophecies is 
not on earth. And ſo this ſynchroniſme being falfe;allthe lyke

Pag. 66 In my conceit Saint Peter in the verie nixt verſe does inti- 
mate as much: for having before ufedthe word, day, he warneth them 
not to be ignorant of this one thing, that one day is with the Lord as 4 
thoufand yeers, and 10 o yeers ont day, as if be had told them, that 
the day he ſpeales of wes indeed a 10% yeers —- And indecd to What 
parpoſe had this ſudden and ſerioas allvertiſement been inferred , if ile 
Apoftle had not heerby difcovered undo them (befids the largeſt definite 
and limited acception of the word) ſueh a ſpiritual relation of 1000 yeers 
to one day, as could not belong to any ather number ? Anſ. Whatſoever 
be your conceit, you may fee, thet the Apoſtle hes another pur- 
pote there: for v. 4 he telleth of {coffers jeering-at the promife 
of Chrifts coming, becaufe all tainges continow as they wer, 
and ſo all thinges ſeem to have ſubſiſting in themſelves : he re- 
futes this imaginatione, and ſhewes thatthe world both wes 
made and continoweth by the word of God, who is able to- de- 
ftroy (as ſomtyme he did) and het appointed a day of judgement 
and perdition of ungodly men.

Chrifts coming, yet they will not fay, that he w ill jud ge them, 
feing they ſay, that they fhall not fland at the barre, 2, The 


‘indging of the quick and the dead ſhalbe before the ryme of 


the laſt reſurrection, as that forme of arguing impoꝛtes: whet hy 
it followes, that Chriſt ſhall judge the quick and the dead in a 
former and inchoate judgement. Who ſhall remain then to be 


judged in the complete judgement at the laſt reſurrectionꝰ 


Iwill fay no more of that fancie concerning thefe that ſhalbe 
left, and the deſtruction at the entrance of that Kingdom: but 
mark that Gog and Magog is te be deſtroyed at the end of 
our Saviours reigne, that is, immediatly before the laſt reſur- 
rection, or (which is one) after the reigne of the Jewes, But 


that armie of Gog and Magog is the ſame with the atmie men- 


tioned, Revel, 16. 14, as Napeir proveth Prop. 32. and Mr, 
Maton proveth in his treatife of Gog and Magog, pag. 49 95. 
and I have {chewed before, that the fixt vial mentioned, Reve- 


lat. 16. 12. 13. 14, is the fame with the ſixt trumpet; yea, and 


Clavis Apocaly p. in par. f. fynchro. 7, makes it to concurre 
with the deſtruction of the beaft and Babylon, which ſhalbe 
before the Monarchie of the Jewes , as all the Millenari 
hold : and therfor in this point M, Maton is contrarie to hi 


denie that Monarchie of the Jewes, Wherby it j 
that what he ſpeakes here without reafoun muft Wm 
ahd amended by thefe reafounes which he hath lo. cit. and 


ſelf, and to Clayis Apocalyp. alfweel as unto C a Y 8

fore the Jewes fhall reigne, if ever they fhall reigne 
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The promifes of Chrifis 
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Pag. 68. This conjetture Efaie c 27+ 12. 13. does confirme ſuſſ- 
ciently: for the great found of the trumpet before ſpo ken of in Saint 
Math. as a warning for the gathering together of theelett, is there 
fayd to be a warning alſ of the Iewes returné. The wordes ar thefe ; It 
fall come to paſſe in that day, that the Lord {hall beat off from the 
chanel of the river unto the ſtreame Age. „Cr. Anf, It this be a 
onjecture, how is it fufficiently confirmed by the Prophet? or 
# it be fufficiently confirmed, why is it called a conjecture⸗ 
A conjecture it is, and hes no warrant from the Prophet: for the 
Prophet and the Euangelift ar not ipeaking of the fame putpofe: 
the Prophet is {peaking patticulasly of the Iewes deliverance 
oat of Aflyriaand Egypt, and of she trumpet that did found at 
the proclamation of Cyrus for theif returne, which wes paſt be- 
fore the dayes of the Euangelift, And neverthelefle our Authout 
concludeth triumphantly , ſaying, and thus being thorowly fatisfied 
by this cloude of witneſſes, the double jurie of Prophetes and Apo- 
files, oc. Anſ. If yow be thorowly ſatisfied, why have yo fooft 
ufed the wordes of probabilitie, cénjeQures, my conceit, it may 
be thus ot thus? theſe wordes ſmaell not of ſatisfaction, nor of 
that certane knowledge and fteadfaftneffe , which is required 
2 Pet. 4. 17. As for that double jurie, it may evidently appeare 
that both Prophetes and Apoftles ar contrarie to fuch fanſies. It 
may be, the Vſes of this do&trine ac commendable, yes, if 
5 i g premiſſes be powerfullto perſuade. Nevertheleſſe heare 
all. 44

Heb, 11. 13,-and thall they come is Pilgrimes again ? 1. 10 
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bewarre of unbelief: which wes the caufe, that the Lewes 
from their olive: and if God [pared = the natural l 
. leffe will be [pare 4, if Ge. Anſ. It is greater unbelieff tO defpife 
the reveled trueth of God, than to deſpiſe the fancies of men, as 
this monarchie is proved to be. % 3. not tocontemne or revile the 
Jewes; a fault too commune inthe Chriftian world, &c. Anſ. Whither 
ſerveth more for to move us to love the Iewes, to knowe that tlie 
Iewes and gentiles ar one in Chriſt, whenfoever they ſhalt e 
converted; ar to think, that the Jewes ſhall not be converted, 
till Chrift come again, and then they fhalbe Lordes over the 
ntiles oo yeers ? The former doctrine prefently throweth 
oun the partition- wall, and this opinion ftill holdeth it up, at 
leaſt for ooo yeers. Ve 4. and laftly earnestly to beſeech God, that he 
would ſpeedily putte into execution the meanes, which he hes appointed 
fer their converfion, & c. Anſ. Whither can theſe more confi- 
dently beſeech God for the converſion of the Iewes, who think, 
that the lewes may dayly be converted; or thefe who think, that 
they ſnall not be converted till the comingof Chrift? the former 
fort may be confident to be heard dayly, which thefe others can 
not. And moreover the former forte feeth (as the Fathers did 
fee, Heb, 11. 13,) everlafting glorie prefently at hand; and 
therupon they doe minde and feek heavenly thinges , as they ar 
commanded, Col. 3. 1. 2: and the other fort ar out of hope of 
glorie in heaven (at leaſt) yer for the {pace of 1000 yeers, and 
they fer their affe@iones on the thinges on earth, Yea and it 
ives encouragement unto the wicked, that they fhall not be 
jodged , nor their bodies tormented theſe 1090 yeers to come 
yet; and on the other fide the fear of imminent judzement and 
niſhment is a more powerfull motive to departe from iniqui- 
tie. For which cauſe the Lord wold not give unto men the 
knowledge of that tyme , but will have us to he alwayes prepa= 
sing and waiting for that coming to judgement. Wherfor we 
pray unto.our Lord leſus, who even now is king of kinges, and
